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EARNING THEIR WAY AT COLLEGE

Many and Various Means of Self-Help at “Pennsy”—Everything
From Scrubbing Floors to Acting for the Movies and Serv-
ing as Escorts—The Decline of Canvassing

By FORREST DUNNE

HE report Just issued by Columbin Unil-

vorsity activities of students, po-
tential “self-made men,” who work thelr
way through college, ls highly Interosting to
Iniversity of Pennsyivania men in the light
of records complled at thelr Institution,
which it would appear Columbia has beon
studying.

Take the matter of “professionnl escorts.”
A Ponnsylvanin student originated this idea
in 1012, He found other Nelds too crowded
and had to Jdo something. Ry dint of some
industrions self-advertising in the right eir-
cles he managed to bulld up a thriving busi-
ness as n professlonal escort to women, It
made no diference whether they wanted to
gtudy hounsging conditions In the slums or
to go to a dance or other functlon, he was
rendy to make a rale as escort, going and
returning.

Few Rich and Few Poor

The University of Pennsylvanin has been
called at times a “poor man's university.”
Whether or not this title la justified by
comparison with the other large universi-
ties there are no exnct records to show.
As to the number of men who work their
way through college, approximate figures
furnighed by the Free Student Employment
Burcaw of the University Christlan Associn-
tion Indicate that Pennsylvania averagea
glightly lower than institutions like Colum-
bla. Student employment, In the absence
of accurate records, cannot be tuken alto-
gethor as the barometer of wealth, but the
Pennsylvania figures are Interesting.

More than 300 already this yoar have ap-
plied to the free employment bureay for po-
sltions. About 25 applicants have been
placed and nearly all the others ara earning
something In their spare time, According to
Duna FHowe, secrotary of the Univorsity
Christinn Assoclation, the number of appll-
cants here s about the eame ax at Columbia,
Yale or Harvard., Yet each of those univer-
sities, it s admitted, s better organized
to find employment for Its poorer students
than s Pennsylvania, and It also must be
remembered that Harvard and Yale do not
have labor markets equal to Phlladelphia
hecause of thelr location.

Such figurea as are avallable, therefore,
would seem to show that the University of
Pennsylvania is not a “poor man's college”
by any means. Not that it is & “rich man’s
college,” elther. Again there are no accurate
records avallable, but the consensus of
opinlon among faculty members who ought
to know is that Pennsylvania has fewer mil-
lionaire students than elther of the three
big institutions named.

This does not mean that the “Four Hun-
dred” is not represented In West Philadel-
phin, Tt is sald that the University of Penn-
pvivania has more students socially promi-
nent beoause they are members of old fam-
flles than because they are exceptionally
rich,

The old-time, hard-labor recruits have not
been given up, by any means. Records in
the Christian Assoclation's burenu show that
ons student scrubs” floors every morning,
from 6 until 7 o'clock: tends two furnaces
until 7:90, and woshes dishes until 5:48
o'clock.

Deal
squarely with the men who have employed
you, and your conduct will recommend an-
other student to take your place when you
have passed on."

A luerative means of self-help is reporting
for newspapers, The campus of a large uni-
veraity like Pennsylvania simply exudes
news, Many students walt on the table
This Is particularly the case at Pennsylva-
nia, which has’ no dining commons and Is
almost completely surrounded by boarding
houses and student cnfes. Ninety per eent.
of the walters are students. This service
puys for board, sometimes for lodgihg, too.
A profitable extension of this method is the
operation of dining eclubn. SBeveral students
of business ability buy the cono wlon of a
dining room In a large boarding house
Others act as stewards of thelr fraternities.

It Is of record that partial or wholly self-
supporting dtudents are most often among
the leaders of thelr clazses in acholarship,
